SACRAMENTO—Your legislature 
after passing a Stop gap relief ap- 
propriation bill and appropriations 
for flood and forest fire control ad- 
journed the second extraordinary 
session last Friday but continued 
the first special session under a re- 
cess.

In passing a stop gap relief bill 
amounting to $24,347,000, your leg- 


islators believe that this amount 
will be ample to take care of all 
legitimate relief needs until March 
31, 1941. Since restrictions were 
first placed upon the administra- 
tion of relief by the state legisla- 
ture much of the chiseling has been 
eliminated and the case load has 
dropped from 116,000 cases to 78,000 
cases. 


The legislature appropriated $1,- 
900,000 for flood control which is to 
be matched by federal funds total- 
ing $1,700,000 and in addition the 
legislature appropriated $500,000 to 
the state emergency fund for re- 
lief to counties hit by the recent 
floods providing the counties match 
the allotments made them. 

An appropriation of $300,000 was 
given the State Board of Forestry 
for forest fire prevention and con- Bups crintendent of ndent of maintenance, 
trol. This allocation is of special in- 
terest to seven of the ten counties 
of the Sixth Assembly district. Fl 
Dorado County will receive, as the 
result of this appropriation, one 
replacement suppression crew and 
will as a result have a total of four 
suppression stations for the present 
fire season. In addition two new 
combination fire trucks and pump- 
ers will be assigned to this county.

| Tremendous Price In Dead 
Paid To Keep Offensive 
, In France Moving

| Adolf Hitler’s armies paid a tre- 
|mendous price in dead today in an 
; effort to keep the German offens- 
ive from stalling against stiffening 
Allied resistance. # 


The German high command said 
that progress had been made in 
| squeezing the trapped British, 
French and Belgian armies into a 
smaller circle in Flanders so that 
they might be more easily destroy- 
led by fleets of Nazi dive bombers 
and masses of charging Nazi in- 
fantry; a deep wedge was driven 
into the Allied left flank in Bel- 
gium; and attacks by French co- 
lonials had been repulsed with 
{ bloody losses while the German air 
force continued its blasting raids 
on channel ports and French com- 
| munications lines as far as the 
| Paris area. 


From the Allied side, the British 
navy and the combined British- 
French air forces were striking 
j with increased power at the Ger- 
| man mechanized units along the 
channel coast and fighting to cut 
| derough the Nazi “corridor” north 
of the river Somme in an effort to 
encircle the German forces along 
the coast and behind the Allied 
lines in the north. 

The authoritative British press 
association said that ‘it may be as- 
sumed” this battle to close the cor- 
ridor was in progress and that at 
the decisive moment a great Al- 
lied counter-offensive would strike 
at the Germans. 

Although it was emphasized that 
the military situation continued ex- 
ceedingly grave from the Allied 
veiwpoint, there was apparently 
some encouragement in the tre- 
mendous losses which the French 
said the Germans were suffering 
in their offensive.

SPANISH REFUGEES FINDING 
LATIN AMERICAN 
HAVENS 


MEXICO, D. F. (lP+—Latin Amer- 
ica has taken more Spanish refugees 
than Russia, according to figures 
released here by Constancia de la 
Mora, former chief of the press di- 
vision of the Republican government 
of Spain. 

Senora de la Mora, whose hus- 
band was chief of aviation for the 
Loyalists, is in Mexico assisting the 
Spanish refugee committees in their 
task of resettlement of thousands of 
fugitive Spaniards. 

The committees have officially reg- 
istered 6,000 refugees in Mexico, she 
said, in addition to which there are 
2000 unregistered persons who have 
entered the republic through the as- 
sistance of relatives, or by their own 
means. 


According to her figures there are j, 


between 3,000 and 4,000 more in all 
other Latin American countries, led 
by Chile with 2,500. She estimated 
Russia today had received 8,000 of 
the Spanish refugees, 6,500 fewer 
than in Latin America. 


Life Expectancy Found 


To Have Increased 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (lP)—The life 
expectancy of man has increased to 
62 years through public health pro- 
grams, says Prof. Murray P. Mor- 
wood of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

He predicts that during the next 
generation smallpox, typhoid and 
diphtheria will be exterminated, tu- 
berculosis will decrease 75 per cent 
and infant mortality will be cut in 
half.

STONE RAZORS OF 6,000 
YEARS AGO FOUND IN 
IRAN 


TEHERAN, Iran (W}—The earliest 
known traces of Iranian civilization 
have been unearthed in excavations 
at Teppe Sialek, near Keshan. 


Archaeologists estimate that some 
of the stone razors, arrows and 
knives date back to 4300 B. C., while 
other objects probably were left 
there about 2800 B. C. Gold pieces 
were. found in many spots. 

The Sialek area were believed to 
have been inhabited by two peoples 
—one of which arrived about 4209 
B. C. and the other about 1800 B. 
C. Archaeologists, who have not 
found any other traces of civiliza- 
tion at Sialek, concluded that the 
region must have been abandoned, 
but they do not know why. 

Tho cemeteries which were un- 
earthed appeared to have belonged 
to a race of people who lived here 


about 1500 B. C. 


Archaeologists noted a similarity 


‘in the style of carvings and paint- 


ings found on objects on the Sia- 
lek plateau and on objects deliver- 
ed recently in Loresten and Damg- 
han. :
